Paris, May 7.—“The French people 


is being obliterated; alcoholism, tu­ 
berculosis. and the absence of ade­ 


quate hygiene decimate the country,” 
is the opinion of Alexander Ribot, a 
former 
premier 
of France, as ex­ 
pressed recently before the Hygiene 
Social Alliance. “Our people must be 
instructed in the perils ihat menace 
us,” the speaker continued; “it will 
require all the resources and strength 
of the government successfully 
combat the dangers.” 
This pessimistic view of the future 
of the French people was shared by 
another prominent Frenchman. Leon 
Bourgeois, who also has served his 
country 
as 
premier. 
M. Bourgeois 
declared that although the death rate 
of tuberculosis had fallen in England 
ami in Germany to 11 for lo,OOO popu­ 
lation, the rate in France was 22.5 
for IO.OOO. 
The general mortality in 
France, notwithstanding the progress 
of medicine and surgery, 
was 
still 
from IS to IO per I,OOO, while in Eng­ 
land. in Holland and in the Scandi­ 
navian countries the mortality did 
not exceed 14 per 1.000. 
“Indifference to these conditions, 
and national inertia, imperil the very 
existence of the French people,” was 
the closing declaration of M. Bour­ 
geois.

This society, which has a 
membership of 78,000, and with allied 
organizations a further total of 200,- 
000 members, went on record at its 
annual meeting this week in favor of 
the addition to the empire’s force of 
two full army corps; a further exten­ 
sion of obligatory military service;

censorship of cinemato­ 
graph films, whose decisions against 
alleged objectionable pictures have 
caused 
wrath

disgust to the 
“movie” managers and amusement to 
the rest of Berlin, have rome to an 
end. 
The 
superior 
administrative 
court has overruled his decision pro­ 
hibiting a film showing a penniless 
artist obtaining a free 
dinner 
for 
himself and family in a restaurant 
by the expedient of smuggling a sar­ 
dine into the pudding at the end of 
the meal, exhibiting it to the horri­ 
fied waiter and refusing to pay his 
check 
because 
the 
pudding 
was 
served in that condition. 
The cen­ 
sors forbade the production of the 
film on the ground that it might en­ 
courage other persons to defraud res­ 
taurant, keepers. 
A number of other vetoes by the 
police censor on the ground that the 
production of the film might incite 
to crime remains to be acted upon by 
the superior court. These include the 
story of a sickly tenement child taken 
to the country by kind farmers and 
cared for until she regains her health. 
The time comes to leave for the city. 
After bidding her benefactors good­ 
bye. the child goes into a nearby gar­ 
den and plucks some flowers as a 
remembrance. 
The censors forbade 
the film on the ground that it repre­ 
sented a crime—trespass and theft. 
Another film depicted an attack on a 
farmer in his home by robbers, who 
overpower him after a struggle, rob 
the house, manacle the farmer and 
bind him to tile 
railroad 
tracks, 
where he is rescued at the last mo­ 
ment as a train is bearing down on 
him 
The censors’ shears eliminated 
that portion of the film showing the 
struggle, the robbery and the bind­ 
ing of the man to the tracks. 
As a 
result, the astonished public sees the 
robbers entering the home and sud­ 
denly sees the fanner, manacled, ly­ 
ing before the onrushing train. 
In another film the victim smokes 
a drugged cigar and is robbed while 
in a stupor. 
As the public finally 
saw the production, the victim and 
the villain enter a house arm in arm 
—a flash and the film goes on to 
show* the former awakening from a 
doze on the floor. 
It is against the law' in Germany 
to appropriate articles found in the 
street; instead, they must be turned 
over to the lost and found bureau of 
the police. 
For this reason a film 
which showed a lover picking up an 
article dropped by his adored one, 
wrapping it up and placing it next 
his heart, was censored; it represent­ 
ed the commission of a crime. 
It is reasonably pointed out that 
were this same standard applied to 
the theater, many 
of 
the 
worlds 
greatest plavs could no longer be pre­ 
sented on the German stage. “Faust'' 
would have to go. 
Most of Shakes­ 
peare’s dramas; 
the 
tragedies 
of 
Schiller. “Medea.” “Orestes” and the 
other Greek plays which are now* be- J 
ing produced at German playhouses, j 
all would he barred on the ground j 
that they present the commission of j 
crimes or incitement thereto.

as it has done in the case of the t
